of undoubted ability and integrity Dr. 
Bryan said "the people of Indiana, in 
my opinion, will quit sending their money 
and their children to Bloomington.

fact is that neither the university ex- 
perts nor the experts latelj^ employed by 
the city approve the present site of the 
water plant."

TAFT ATTACKS TRADES UNIONS. 


Scores Their Championing of Clayton 
Bill Before Congress. 


Cambridge, Mass., June 15.—The un- 
abridged exercise 
of 
the 
limitations 
upon hasty action of a majority of the 
electorate now interposed by the vested 
prerogatives of the supreme court of 
the United States and by the machinery 
for amending the constitution was de- 
feended by former President William H. 
Taft in an oration before members of 
the Phi Beta Kappa fraternity of Har- 
vard university at Sanders theater to- 
day. 
The subject of the oration was 
"The Supreme Court 
of 
the 
United 
States and Popular Self-Government." 


Mr. Taft's defense of this limitation 
had 
immediate 
reference 
to 
changes 
urged by certain 
political leaders 
to 
qualify existing personal and property 
rights and increase governmental con- 
trol ov^er the individual. 
He attacked 
the recall of judicial decisions and the 
proposal that the judgment of the su- 
preme court in construing and enforc- 
ing the constitution may be subject to 
a reversal by a plurality vote at any 
biennial election. 


Consideration for the rights of prop- 
erty holders was m-ged by Mr. Taft, who 
said that they may not always be non- 
resistant and always in favor of law 
and order, as if their right of property 
is seriously impaaired they may change 
their 
conservatism 
to 
the 
rebellious 
spirit, like Ulster. 


Speaking of the militant suffragettes 
as an illustration of tlTe tendency he 
described, he said: 
"Tliey use force,and 
with modern explosives and the freedom 
of modern life they are able to do pub- 
lic and private damage utterly out of 
proportion to their numerical strength." 


In this connection Mr. Taft attacked 
the trades unions for their championing 
of the Clayton bill pending before con- 
gress exemping them from the operation 
of the Sherman anti-trust law and for 
their support of the strikers in Colo-' 
rado, obstructions to the people's will. 
"In a transition period," he concluded, 
"we need the supreme court not to pre- 
Tent reform by the exercise of popular 
will, but to prevent change by popular 
Avhim."

tion of California Vol- 


cano in Explosion. 


Red Bluff, Cal., June 15.—Mount Las- 
sen, 90 miles south of Oregon line and 
90 miles west of the Nevada line, the 
woi-ld's active volcano, spluttered through 
the early hours today. 
What may come 
from her two new cones which came into 
existence last night, or the third, which 
has been growing larger steadily since 
May 30, is a' matter of much scientific 
conjecture. 


Her activities, beginning with geyser- 
like steam clouds two weeks ago have 
augmented 
steadily, until a burst 
of 
smoke rising 2,000 feet yesterday morn- 
ing was followed last night by a pillar 
of fire visible a hundred miles down the 
Sacramento valley. 
W. H. Storms, for- 
mer state 
mineraologist, who 
arrived 
here yesterday to 
make 
observations, 
scouted the geyser theory. 


"Indications arc that Lassen will im- 
itate the 
performance of 
Krakato, a 
volcano on the island of Java/' he said. 
"Krakato in 1883 after a few minor dis- 
turbances similar to Lassen's present ac- 
tivity, burst into one treraendovis explo- 
sion which destroyed the mountain and 
spread a pall of darkness over thousands 
of square miles. 


"It is a mistake to put the disturbance 
in the class of geysers. 
Geysers do not 
eject rocks, scoria, 
cinders and 
ashes. 
These are the' characteristics of genviine 
volcanos. 
Lassen is in active and vio- 
lent eruption."

IF YOU HAD A WINDFALL. 


The deatli Adlai E. Stevenson, former A^ice president 
of the United States, and for many years influential in 
(American iDolitics, which occurred early Sunday morning 
in Chicago, serv^es to recall a career, that while conspicu- 
ous in the days of its activities, had in these later years 
very largely passed fi'om public notice. The burden of his 
79 years had long weighed heavily upon Mr. Stevenson, 
and the death of his wife some six months ago was the be- 
ginning of a decline, that could have but one ternnnation. 
The end had been expected for some weeks by those who 
watched at the bedside of the fonner vice president amid 
the hurly-burly of activity of which he was no longer a 
part. 


Though he had served his. state in congress with con- 
spicuous ability, Mr. Stevenson did not become a national 
figure until his election as vice president with Mr. Cleve- 
land in 1892 for the latter's second term in the presidency. 
After eight years of retirement he was again nominated 
for the same'office as the running mate with Mr. Bryan in 
1900, only to meet defeat in the fortunes of political war- 
fare. Similar outcome followed his campaign as demo- 
•cratic nonñnee for governor of Illinois in 1908. 


Mr. Stevenson will probably not rank as a ''great" 
man as we ordinarily measure our great men, but he was a 
useful citizen and his Americanism was of large scope. It 
is declaxed by those who knew him best that his charm of 
personality was the magnet which drew men to him. He 
was the personification of courtesy and kindly gracious- 
ness that made his companionship sought after and loved. 
His lif« was an active one, and Ílls force positive without 
being obstrusive. The shifting stage of American public 
life had caused the present generation to largely forget a 
man whose abilities entitled him to rank with the most 
conspicuous figures in the public life of his day.

Rev. H. B. Master Preaches 


' Annual Baccalaureate 


Sermon, 


CROWD TURNED AWAY 


The 
First 
Presbyterian 
church 
was 
filled to capacity and more than 200 were 
unable to get inside for the annual bac- 
calaureate sermon for the Fort Wayne 
high and manual training school gradu- 
ating class Sunday morning. 
One hun- 
dred 
and twenty-five members of 
the 
class met at the high school building and 
marched in a body to the church. 
Tlie 
sermon Avas delivered by Rev. Henry B. 
Master, whose subjoc-t was ''Youth and 
Life." 


Rev. Master selected 
his text 
from 
Samuel 1:17-39, "And David said to Saul, 
I cannot go with thppe for T have not 
proved them." 
R«v. Master among other 
things declared that some of the world's 
best work has been done by young men, 
and in reference to this he spoke to the 
graduates as follows: 


"It is no 
uncommon 
thing to 
hear 
youth derided because of its immaturity, 
its inexperience, its impulsiveness. It is 
easy to forget how large a part of the 
world's best work 
has 
been 
done by 
young men. 
If you think of literature 
there is Keats, whose spirit was always 
hov(?ring around the shores 'whore the 
light waves lisp Greece,' who believed 
that his name was writ in running water 
but knows now that his fame is forever 
secure. 
He 
died Avhen 
he was 
only 
twenty-five. There is Shelley, who wrote 
so much which has enduring charm but 
whose life span was only thirty years. 
There is Robert Burns, whose songs have 
such a lark-like quality and who fell on 
death at thirty-seven. 
If you enter the 
realm of art there is VanDyck, whose 
best work was done before he was thirty- 
five, and Millet, who gave the world his 
famous figure of The Sower when he Avas 
only thirtj^-six. 
Wagner composed his 
Tannhauser 
when 
he wa.s 
thirty-two. 
Most of Napoleon's gî-eat battles were 
fought and • won-before he was thirty- 
five. In the realm of theology' .John-C'al- 
-vjn" wrote that mervelously 
influential 
book,,' The 
Institutes, 
when 
he 
was 
twenty-five, and if I tell you that Luther 
•was . bom in " 1483 you ought to ' know 
how old he" w^as when 
he began 
the 
protestant reformation. 


Young Man who Preached. 


"It 
was a young man who preached 
the sermon on the mount, and revolution- 
ized the world's conception of the un- 
seen God and lifted the race, and sent it 
forward with an impulse which can never 
die. 
Jesus Christ was only thirty-three 
when He died upon the cross, but His 
brief life is acknowledged by many of 
all creeds and some of no creed to be 
the fairest, gentlest, purest, noblest life 
within the reach of human thought. 


"It is a glorious thing to be young 
and have all those mystic years which we 
call 
the 
future stretchiug 
out before 
you. 
It is glorious because there is so 
much work in this world which only the 
young can do. 
Here and there you will 
find an old man who has never lost the 
characteristics of youth—its 
vigor, 
its 
hopefulness, its love 
of adventure, 
its 
ectasy—but this is the exception rather 
than the rule. I t seems to be a part of 
God's plan for our development that the

passing of the years should at least sub- 
due the fires v.-hich burn so fiercely in the 
hearts of the yoimg. 
Experience usually 
tempers enthusiasm, just as memory is 
apt to discount impulsiveness. 
There is

down in 
cold blood to 
calculate 
the 
chances of achieving it. There is many a 
deed of splendid chivalry which would 
never 
be 
attempted 
if 
sober 
second 
thought wore allowed to rule the con- 
duct. 
It is not length of years which 
is essential to noble and beautiful serv- 
ice, but 
fire! 
And you must look for 
the fire where God Himself has kindled 
it—in the souls of the young." 


His Trust Placed High. 


Returning to his text Rev. Master said 
in part: 


"I cannot go with these for I have not 
proved them. 
Nevertheless he intended 
to go without them, and to his ever- 
lasting credit be it said that he went. 
We know enough of the story to under- 
stand that his trust was in something 
infinitely better than King Saul's suit 
of armor. 
David believed with all the 
intensity of which his heart was capable 
that the God who had delivered^him out 
of many a previous peril, would deliver 
him in this one al.so. 
God's interest in 
his life was as real to David as the 
scorn of his brethren 
and the 
loudlj- 
proclaimed contempt of his bulky 
ad- 
versary. 
It was because God was so 
near, His prcsencc so palpable, His help 
so certain, that David could afi'ord to 
lay aside the choice product of human 
skill—»Saul's coat of mail. 


"Contrast that atti-tudo Vv'ith the atti- 
tudel of so many at the present ho<in-. 
It is true the old type'of blatan iniideliy 
is no longer po])uIar. 
It ekes out a poor 
existence among those who are in the 
bonds of iniquity and the gall of bit- 
terness, but it is a mere shadow of its 
former self. 
The 
agnosticism 
of 
the 
present speaks in soHer tones, with a 
regretfully neccessirous air and a sor- 
rowful shake of the head. 


"But in 
its place 
there has 
come 
something which is a thou.sandfold more 
disastrous and dangerous—and 
that 
is 
blank indifference. 
The world has time 
for every friendship save the friendship 
of God: men are interested in everything 
but the things of the spiritual realm; 
they are eager champions of every cause 
except the cause of the redemption of 
all mankind. 
JesTis Chi'ist can overcome 
hate and open "hostility—He has done so 
multitudes of time—but' He can 
only 
stand with breaking heart in the pres- 
ence of cold indifference. 
The trouble 
is that men are not hostile to Him, they 
simply ignore Him,

Bodtish, president of the Women's ilis- 
sionary society of the church, who had 
attended the wedding of a Turkish bey 
and one of his many brides. 


The wedding, said Mrs. Bodfish, took 
place in Alexandria, where she was vis- 
iting at the time. 
"For a long time,"

NEW YORK WOMAN LIVES IN $20,000 A YEAR 
RESIDENCE IN PARIS. 


Tlie death "Adlai E. Stevenson, former ^áce president 
of the United States, and for many years influential in 
ÍAmerican politics, which occurred earl\' Sunday morning 
in Chicago, serv^ es to recall a career, that while conspicu- 
ous in the days of its activities, had in these later years 
very largely passed fi'om public notice. The burden of his 
79 years had long weighed heavily upon Mr. Stevenson, 
and the death of his wife some six months ago was the be- 
ginning of a decline^ that could have but one ternnnation. 
The end had been expected for some weeks by those who 
watched at the bedside of the foiiner vice president amid 
the hurly-burly of activity of which he was no longer a 
part. 


Though he had served his. state in congress with con- 
Bpicuous ability, Mr. Stevenson did not become a national 
figure until his election as vice president with Mr. Cleve- 
land in 1892 for the latter's second term in the presidency. 
After eight years of retirement he was again nominated 
for the same office as the running mate with Mr. Bryan in 
1900, only to meet defeat in the fortunes of political war- 
fare. Similar outcome followed his campaign as demo- 
cratic nonñnee for governor of Illinois in 1908. 


Mr. Stevenson will probably not rank as a ''great" 
man as we ordinarily measure our great men, but he was a 
useful citizen and his Americanism was of large scope. It 
is declared by those who knew him best that his charm of 
personality was the magnet which drew men to him. He 
was the personification of courtesy and kindly gracious- 
ness that made his companionship sought after and loved. 
His life was an active one, and ids force positive without 
being obstrusive. The shifting stage of American public 
life had caused the present generation to largely forget a 
man whose abilities entitled him to rank with the most 
conspicuous figures in the public life of his day. 
1

The First Presbyterian 
church 
was 
filled to capacity and more than 200 were 
unable to get inside for the annual bac- 
calaureate sermon for the Fort ^Vayne 
high and manual training school gradu- 
ating class Sunday morning. 
One hun- 
dred and twenty-five members of the 
class met at the high school building and 
marched in a body to the church. 
The 
sermon was delivered by Rev. Heni"y B. 
Master, whose subjctt was "'Yoiith and 
Life." 


Rev. blaster selected 
his text 
from 
Samuel 1:17-39, "And David said to Saul, 
I cannot go with thp.se for T have not 
proved them." Rev. Master among other 
things declared that some of the world's 
best work has been done by young men, 
and in reference to this he spoke to the 
graduates as follows: 


"It is no uncommon 
thing to 
hear 
yoiith derided because of its immaturity, 
its inexperience, its impulsiveness. It is 
easy to forget how large a part of the 
world's best work has been done by 
young men. 
If you think of literatui'e 
thei'e is Keats, whose spirit was always 
hovering around the shores 'where the 
light waves lisp Greece,' who believed 
that his name was writ in running water 
but knows now that his fame is forever 
secxire. 
He 
died when 
he was 
only 
twenty-five. There is Shelley, who wrote 
BO much which has enduring charm but 
whose life span was only thirty years. 
There is Robert Burns, whose songs have 
such a lark-like quality and who fell on 
death at thirty-seven. 
If you enter the 
realm of art there is YanDyck, whoso 
best work was done before he was thirty- 
five, and Millet, who gave the world his 
famous figure of The Sower when he was 
only thij'tj^-six. 
Wagner conijiosed his 
Tannhauser when 
he was 
thirty-two. 
Most of NapoIeOn's gVeat battles M'ere 
fought and • won .before he was thirty- 
five. In the realm of theologj-- John-Cal- 
vjn' wrote that mcrvelously influential 
book,' The 
Institutes, 
when 
he 
was 
twenty-five, and if I tell you that Luther 
was . boiTi in ' 14S3 you ought to ' know 
how old he" was when he began 
the 
protestant reformation. 


Young Man who Preached. 


"It was a young mail who pj-eached 
the' sermon on the motnit, and revolution- 
ized the world's conception of the un- 
seen God and lifted the race, and sent it 
forward with an impulse which can never 
die. 
Jesus Christ was only thirty-three 
when Ho died upon the cross, but His 
brief life is acknowledged by many of 
all creeds and some of no creed to be 
the fairest, gentlest, purest, noblest life 
within the reach of human thought. 


"It is a glorious thing to bo yoimg 
and have all those mystic years which we 
call the 
future stretching out before 
you. 
It is glorious because there is so 
much work in this world which only the 
young can do. Hero and there you will 
find an old man who has never lost the 
characteristics of youth—its 
vigor, its 
hopefulness, its love of adventure, 
its 
ectasy-—biit this is the exception rather 
than the rule. It seems to be a part of 
God's plan for our development that the

passing of the years should at least sub- 
due the fires which burn so fiercely in the 
hearts of the young. Experience usually 
tempers enthusiasm, just as memory is 
apt to discount impulsiveness.

the 
chances of achieving it. There is many a 
deed of splendid chivalry which would 
never be

ice, but 
fire! 
And j'ou must look for 
the fire where God Himself has kindled 
it—in the souls of the young." 


His Trust Placed High. 


Returning to his text Rev. Master said 
in part: 


"I cannot go with these for I have not 
proved them. 
Nevertheless he intended 
to go without them, and to his ever- 
lasting credit be it said that hn went. 
We know enough of the storj^ to under- 
stand that his trust was in something 
infinitely better than King Saul's suit 
of armor. 
David believed with all the 
intensity of which his heart was capable 
that the God who had delivered^him out 
of many a previous peril, would deliver 
him in this one also. 
God's interest in 
his life was as real to David as the 
scorn of his brethren and the loudly 
proclaimed contempt of his bulky ad- 
versary. 
It was because God was so 
near. His presence so palpable. His help 
so certain, that David cnuld alTord to 
lay aside the choice product of human 
skill—»Saul's coat of mail. 


"Contrast that attiiu.do v%-ith the. atti- 
tude) of 80 many at the present ho^ir. 
It is true the old type* of blatan infideliy 
is no Ion ger po])u]ar. It ekes out a poor 
existence among those who are in the 
bonds of iniquity and the gall of bit- 
terness, but it is a mere shadow of its 
former self. 
The agnosticism of the 
present speaks in softer tones, with a 
regretfully neccessitous air and a sor- 
rowful shake of the head. 


"But in 
its ])lace 
there has 
come 
something which is a thousandfold more 
disastrous and dangerous—and that is 
blank indiiTerence. 
The world has time 
for every friendship save the friendship 
of God: men arc interested in everything 
but the things of the spiritual realm; 
they are eager champions of every cause 
except the cause of the redemption of 
all mankind. Jesus Christ can overcome 
hate and open-hostility—He has done so 
multitudes ^¡f time—but' He can 
only 
stand with breaking heart in the pres- 
ence of cold indifference. 
The trouble 
is that men are not hostile to Him, they 
simply ignore Him. 


The Personal Relation.

Last year's sponge output valued 
at $1,000,000. 


Key West, Fla., June 15.—High sea 
piracy just off the peaceful coast of Key 
West! 


Buccaneering! 
The tj'pe that 
loots 
and robs and burns and kills! 


A bloody naval affair has sprung up 
between the Greeks and the Americans. 
An American vessel is hastening here 
to quell it. and meanwhile, international 
complications are feared! 


It is thn War of the Sponges. 
I t is being waged in waters made his- 
toric by just such acts of buccaneering 
manj'' years ago, when pirate ships dy- 
ing the death's fldg pillaged Spanish gal- 
leons. 


The humble American 
spongers—the 
"conch," they are called—are responsi- 
ble for tlie piratical acts today. 
The 
auccessful Greek invaders of the sponge 
fields, 
under Captain Harry ^ell, com- 
modore of the sponge fleet, are the vic- 
tims. 


Only a few years ago the 
sponge- 
gathering industry in this region was 
profitable for the brawny "conch," who 
pUed his trade leisurely by going out 
on the gulf a 
mile or so with his row- 
boat, his water glass and a rake. There 
he scooped up sponges by the boatload. 


Some ten years: ago Greek 
spongers 
began to pour into Florida. 
They chose 
Tarpon 
Springs as their 
headquarters, 
because Tarpon Springs is adjacent to 
the greatest sponge beds of the coun- 
try. 
The colony grew. 


Today Tarpon Springs is the greatest 
market in the world. 


The Greeks weren't satisfied with the 
old method of taking up sponges with a 
rake. 
They 
introduced a thing 
the 
"conch" has never dreamed of—sponge 
, rathering by divers. First the men dove 
nto the sponge beds, with only their 
hands and quick eyes to aid them. Soon 
came the modern diving suits. 


Then the 
Greeks 
invaded the rich 
sponge beds near Key West, and the 
poor American spongers resorted to vio- 
lence. 


They burned the Triton, one of the 
Greeks boats, as a, warning. 


Today they have taken up the attack 
again in real earnest. 


The Greeks have ventured out in force. 
Some 
seventy 
boats 
of 
Commodore 
Bell's fleet, ranging from twenty to six- 
ty tons equipped with diving apparatus 
end ten to thirty men to the boat, sail- 
ed for the sponge region between Bahia 
to Dry Tortug; s. 


It was like 
flaunting 
a red flag in a 
bull's eyes. 
The "conch" declared war. 
In less than a month that war has cost 
two good ships burned to the water's 
edge, a third dynamited, many families 
reduced to poverty, the lives of sailors 
6acriflced> and the laws of God and man 
torn to shreds. 


It is an industrial clash that is begin- 
ning to transform southern Florida in- 
to second Colora(i(o. 


Even now the United States revenue 
cutteiir 
Yamacraw 
is speeding 
toward 
this harbor in hopes of quelling the na- 
val war. 


But in the meantime a fleet of Greek 
sponge boats, 
commanded by Captain 
Bell, is ci-uising from island to island, 
just outside of this harbor, and a fast 
Greek launch is skipping about Dry Tor- 
tugas 
with a mysterious 
message to 
sponge gatherers. 


Is Captain Harry Bell preparing to re- 
taliate upon the American spongers ? 


He has good reason to. 
Here is his own story of the ruthless 
attack upon him a few days ago. 


"I sailed from Tarpon Springs, Fla., 
on the schooner 
Amelia, as 
captain, 
with a crew of twenty men, going on 
the Gulf of ]\Iexico for a sponging trip. 


"On May. 22 I derided to stop at Key 
West for safety from the high .wind.

by two women armed with revolvers. 


"Part of the mob was destroying oiu' 
small boat. 
I protested. 


"They got mad and threw me over- 
board. 
They fired two shots at me as 
I swam for my life. 
One struck me in 
the left knee. 
The sherifl' drew liis pis- 


tol, called for help and carried me to ¿he 
county jail for protection. 


"At 11:30 
o'clock that night a big 
launch named 'Key West' with twenty- 
five men on board, all armed proceeded 
to my schooner. 


"They 
ordered the crew to get out, 
giving them no time to take even thair 
clothing. They then robbed the schooner 
of everything of value and fired her. 


A negro named John Maiiis was burn- 
ed to death on board when they exploded 
dynamite. 


"The rest of the creAv was brought 
ashore practically naked. 
The next day 


I bought clothes for them. 
We'll start 
oii again for our sponging 
trip—and 
we'll stav in the fight whatever comes!" 


Last Rites for Former Vice 
President Stevenson at 
Bloomington. 


EXPIRES IN CHICAaO 


Bloomington, 111., June 15.—Adlai E. 
Stevenson, 
formerly vice president 
of 
the United States, will be buried Tues- 
day afternoon. 
His body was brought 
home last night from Chicago, where !ie 
died early Sunday morning. 
Vice Presi- 
dent Marshall will come from Indian- 
apolis to attend the funeral. ' Governor 
Dunne and other state officials will be 
the honorary pallbearers. 
The body will 
lie in state until the funeral, which will 
be conducted by Rev. Martin D. Hardin, 
of Chicago, a son-in-law. 


Mr. Stevenson had been failing stead- 
ily for po 'i'j weeks at a Chicago hos- 
pital, and his death had been expected 
for several days. 


Mr. Stevenson's Career. 


Adlai 
Ewing 
Stevenson, 
once 
vice 
president of the United States, had a 
long and honorable public career. 
He 
was vice president from 1893 to 
1897 
under President Cleveland. 
In 1900 he 
again was nominated by the democratic 
party for vice president and ran with 
William J. Bryan, the party's candidate 
for president, but was defeated. 
He 


served ag a member of the forty-fourth 
and forty-sixth 
congresses 
and 
from 
1885 to 1889 he was first assistant post- 
master general under President 
Cleve- 
land. 


His last appearance as a candidate 
for public office was in 1908 when he 
was nominated for governor of Iliinois 
bj^ the democratic^party and "was de- 
feated by Charles S. Deneen, republican. 


Mr. Stevenson was born in Christian 
county, Kentucky, Oct. 23, 
1835, 
of 
Scotch-Irish parentage. 
In 1852 his par- 
ents moved to Bloomington, 111., where 
he attended the public schools and the 
University of Illinois^ In 1858 he grad- 
uated from Canter college, Danville, Ky. 
Thei-e he was a classmate of Senator 
Joseph Blackburn and other Kentucky 
youths who later became prominent in 
public life. 
He signalled the close of 
his college career by marrying Miss Le-

titia Gree.n, daughter of Dr. Lewis W. 
Green, président of the college. 


Stevenson 
returned 
to 
Bloomington, 
where he read law. He was admitted to 
the bar in 1858 and began legal practice 
at Metamora, HI., where he remained 
until 1868. 
Returning to 
Bloomington 
he formed a law partnership with his 
cousin, James S. Ewing, and for many 
years the firm was 
one of 
the 
best 
known in Illinois legal circles. 
Steven- 
son's political career dated from 1864 
when he was a presidential elector on 
the democratic ticket.

New York Man Speaks at 
Dedication of Long 
Hospital. 


Indianapolis, June 15.—Dr. Henry S. 
i'ritchett, of New York, president of tho 
Carnegie Foundation, in bis address here 
iOday at the dedication of the Robert 
W. Long hospital, the gift of Dr. and 
Mrs. Robert W. Long to tho Indiana 
university School of Medicine and the 
state, dealt -vrith the relations of the 
state to the medical school and in gen- 
eral to the administration of the public 
health by the state through its agencies. 
He began with a statement as to the 
reason a layman may dare to speak of 
such a matter. 
IMedical education, he 
said, is a matter of education as well as 
medicine. 
Secondly, the layman is pro- 
foundly interested that medical educa- 
tion shall be sound; and finally the legis- 
. lation, which is to define the quality of 
the medical education, is determined by 
the layman. 


"Conservation of the public health Is 
the largest single interest to which tho 
modern state can give its attention," de- 
clared Dr. Pritchard. 
"llu! rise of pre- 
ventive medicine has laid upon the state 
; TL new obligation, as it has openeil also 
a new opportunity for service. The state 
•alone can organize th». raiious agencies 
i.which must work together for the right 
, conservation of the public health. 


"The state board of health will con- 
jtinue to ha.vp on the part of the state 
I the practical direction of these activities 
land, while the medical school should re- 
itnain under the control of the state uni- 
.versity, it is most important that -the 
relations between the state's board of 
'health and the medical school should be 
• most 
intimate 
and 
that 
co-operation 
should be of the best kind. 


"The medical school with its hospital 
i should be the laboratory of the state 
board of health. 
From it -will go the 
i trained men to do the state's -work. The 
1 medical school and its laboratory will 
i-be the heart of the agencies which deal 
'with the public health. 


"Through the work of all these agen- 
cies there will come the education of the 
public in the matter of public sanitation, 
J-which will look toward an en-ormous im- 
provement of living conditions." 


President Pritchett. in referring to the 
situation in Indiana, called attention to 
the fact that Indiana has as many phy- 
sicians to the square mile as perhaps 
any part of the civilized world. 
For 
every 500 inhabitants there is a doctor 
in Indiana, a result 
due, he said, in 
large part to the nearness of Indiana t» 
the city of Giicago. 
lie expressed an 
opinion that a single modem school of 
medicine in the state could educate all 
the physicians and more than the state 
could absorb. 


In describing the medical school 
as 
the 
inspiration 
and 
center of 
public 
health activities. Dr. Pritchett spoke in 
the strongest terms .against the claims 
of the commercial medical school. 
The 
claim, he said, that the poor boy was 
served in •such schools was fiction. 
The 
poor boy pays as m\ich in such an insti- 
tutioii. fot a poor education as he Avould 
pay in a good school of medicine for a 
thorough education. 


The argument that the cheap school 
exists to train doctors for the country 
was also 
vigorously 
combatted. 
Dr. 
Pritchett maintained that the 
country 
should have as good physicians as the 
cities, and fui'ther tliat under smind con- 
ditions of education that result would 
follow. 


Looking 
toward the development of 
medicine in such a state as Indiana, Dr. 
Pritchett predicted the time when the 
conseri'ation of the public health would 
be one of the chief 
functions 
of 
the 
state, "that this work would be carried 
out and the organization so planned as 
to co-operate freely and heartily 
and 
that the very center and heart of such 
organization would be the state school 
»f 
medicine, 
where 
practitioner 
and 
teacher. 
student, 
and 
invpsti.cator 
mingled 
together 
in 
an 
atmosphere

not afraid to brand a stale egg ''stale" 
when she finds one, the people of tho 
United States are now reasonably ,well 
protected from the unscrupulous dealer 
in impure and ancient eggs. . 


As an expert chemist in the govern- 
ment 
bureau 
of chemistry, it is Dr. 
Read's business to examine 
the frozen 
and dried eggs submitted to the bureau 
for inspection under the interstate com- 
merce law. 
Saamples of the dried and 
frozen eggs now use<l with the sanc- 
tion of the law as substitutes for the 
fresh article are sent to Washington for 
examination. 


The government chemists have decided 
that if the eggs are fresh when submit- , 
ted to the drying or freezing process 
they are perfectly safe for ingredients ' 
for biscuit, 
noodles and other 
things 
manufactured by bakers. It is Dr. Recti's 
buBineas to see that all this "stored" egg , 


product is pure and wholesome when 
jfiven to the consumer, and, by applying 
chemical tests, she can tell for a certain- 
ty the age and "previous condition" of 
*.he eggs under inspection. 


Dr. Read applies her .scientific knowl- 
lidge to tea as well as to the eggs.

is the inventor of the "Read test," used

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Adlai E. Stevenson 


T 
The death Adlai E. kStevenson, former vice president 


of the United States, and for many years influential in 
'American politics, which occurred early Sunday morning 
in Chicago, serves to recall a career, that while cunspieu- 
ous in the days of its activities, had in those later years 
very largely passed from public notice. The burden of his 
79 years had loiip; weighed heavily upon Mr. Stevenson, 
and the death of his wife some six months ago was the lie- 
ginning of a decline that could have but one termination. 
The end had been expected for some weeks by those who 
watched at the bedside of the fonner vice president amid 
.the hurly-burly of activity of -which he was no longer a 
part. 


Though he had served his state in congress with con- 


gpicnous ability, Mr. Stevenson did not become a national 
figure until his election as A'ice president with Mr. Cleve- 
land in 1892 for the latter's second term in the. presidency. 
'After eight years of retirement he was again nominated 
for the same office as the running mate with Mr. Bryan ill 
1900, only to meet defeat in the fortunes of political war- 
fare. Similar outcome followed his campaign as demo- 
cratic nominee for governor of Illinois in 1908. 


Mr. Stevenson will probably not rank as a "great" 


man as we ordinarily measure our great men, but he was a 
useful citizen and lu's Americanism was of large scope. It 
is declared by those who knew him best that his charm of 
personality \vas the magnet -which drew men to him. He 
was the personification of courtesy and kindly gracious- 
ness that made his companionship sought after and loved. 
His life was an active one, and his force positiAre without 
being obstrusive. The shifting stage of American public 
life had caused the present generation to largely forget a 
man whose abilities entitled him to rank with the most 
conspicuous figures in the public life of his day.

toric by just such nets of buccaneering 
many years ago. when pirate ships ily- 
ing the death's flag pillaged Spanish gal- 
leons. 


The humble American spongers—the 


"conch," they are railed—are responsi- 
ble for the piratical acts today. 
The 


successful Greek invaders- of the sponge 
fields, umler Captain Harry Bell, com- 
modore of the sponge fleet, are the vic- 
tims. 


Only a fW years ago the sponge- 


gathering industry in this region was 
profitable for the brawny "conch," who 
plied his trade leisurely by going out 
on the gulf a mile or so with his row- 
boat, hifi water glass and a rake. There 
he scooped up sponges by the boatload. 


Some ten years ago Greek spongers 


began to pour into Florida, They chose 
Tarpon Springs as their headquarters, 
because Tarpon Springs" is adjacent to 
the greatest sponge beds of the coun- 
try. 
The colony grew. 


Today Tarpon Springs is the greatest 


market in the world. 


The Greeks weren't satisfied with the 


old method of taking up sponges with a 
rake. 
They 
introduced a thing .the 


"conch" has never dreamed of—sponger 
gathering by divers. First the men dove 
into the sponge beds, with only their 
hands and quick eyes to aid them. Soon 
came th« modern diving suits. 


Then the 
Greeks 
invaded .the rich

poor American spongers resorted to vio- 
lence. 


They burned the Triton, one of the 


Greeks boats, as a warning. 


Today they have taken up the attack

Bell's fleet, ranging from twenty to six- 
ty tons equipped with diving apparatus 
and ten to thirty men to the boat, sail- 
ed for the sponge region between Bahia 
to Dry Tortug; s. 


It was like flaunting a red flag in a 


bull's eyes. The "conch" declared war. 
Tn less than a month that wnr has cost 
two good ships burned to the water's 
edge, a third dynamited, many families 
reduced to poverty, the lives of sailors 
sacrificed, and the laws of God and man 
torn to nhreds. 


It Is an industrial clash that is begin- 


ning to transform southern Florida in- 
to second Colorado. 


Even now thn United States revenue 


cutte,r Yamacraw is speeding toward 
this harbor in hopes of quelling the im-

Is Captain Harry Bell preparing to re- 


taliate upon the American spongers? 


He has good reason to.

Last Rites for Former Vice 


President Stevenson at 


Blocmington. 


EXPIRES IN CHICAGO 


Bloomington, 111., June lii.—Adlai E. 


Stevenson, formerly vice, president of 
the United States, will be buried Tues- 
day afternoon. His body was brought 
home last night, from Chicago, where IIP 
died early Sunday morning. Vice Presi- 
dent Marshall will come from Indian- 
apolis to attend the funeral. 
Governor 


Dunne and other state officials will be 
the honorary* pallbearers. The body will 
lie in state until the funeral, which will 
be conducted by Rev. Martin D. Hardin, 
of Chicago, a son-in-law. 


Mr. Stevenson had been failing stead- 


ily for Rome weeks at a Chicago hos- 
pital, and his death had been expected 
for several days. 


Mr. Stevenson's Career. 


Adlai Ewing Stevenson, 
once 
vice 


president of the United States, had a 
long and honorable public career. 
Ho 


was vice president from 1803 to 1807 
under President Cleveland. 
In 1900 he 


again was nominated by the democratic 
party for vice president and ran with 
William .1. Bryan, the party's candidate 


president, but was defeated. 
He 


served as a member of the forty-fourth 
and forty-sixth 
congresses and from 


1885 to 1388 he was first assistant post- 
master general under President Cleve- 
land. 


His last appearance as a candidate, 


for public office was in 1008 when he 
was nominated for governor of Illinois 
by the democratic party and was de- 
feated by Charles S. Deneen, republican. 


Mr. Stevenson was born in Christian 


county, Kentucky, Oct. 23, 1835, of 
Scotch-Irish parentage. In 1852 his par- 
ents moved to Bloomington, 111., where 
ha attended the public schools and the 


-University of Illinois. In 1858 he grad 


uatcd from Canter college, Danville, Ky 
There he was a classmate of Senator 
Joseph Blackburn and other Kentucky 
youths who later became prominent ii 
public life. lie signalled the close o: 
his college career by marrying Miss Le- 


titia C.reen, daughter of Dr. Lewis W. 
Green, president of th<> college. 


Stevenson returned to IJloomington, 


where he read law. 
He was admitted to 


the bar in 1R.W and began legal practice 
at Motumorn, III., where hn remained 
until 18(i8. 
Returning to FUoomington 


he formed n law partnership with his 
cousin, JamcH S. Ewirtg. and for many 
year* the firm was one of the best 
known in Illinois legal circles. 
Steven- 


son's political career dated from 1864 
when he was a presidential elector on 
the democratic ticket.

Dedication of Long 


Hospital. 


Indianapolis, June 15.—Dr. Henry S. 


Pritchett, of Xew York, president of the 
Carnegie Foundation, iu bis address here 
ioday at the dedication of the Robert 
IV. Long hospital, the gift of Dr. and 
3Irs. Robert W. Long to the Indiana 
university School of Medicine and the 
state, dealt with the relations of the 
state to the medical ochool and in gen- 
eral to the administration of the public 
health by the state through its agencies. 
He began with a statement us to the 
reason a layman may dare to speak of 
such a matter. 
Medical education, he 


said, is a matter of education as well as 
medicine. 
Secondly, the layman is pro- 


foundly interested that medical educa-

"Conservation of the public health Is 


the largest single interest to which the
